Tiow.— The order from ih'e Poiio'o Superintendent 
requiring all Indian mon and women to loavo 
tha town and vicinity itistanter, not only affects 
thoae who may reiide with partiiem of tlicir own 
rikce, bnt alio reaebst many eitlssni who hare en- 
habited with natire women for years, and by whom 
they haro bud children, without having the union 
legalized by marriai^o. This clasi of oitizeni are 
in a quandary. Tlieir women have been warned 
off, and the men, as a matter of courao, can- 
not accompany them.norcan they permit thoir ofF- 
apring to do so, and thereby axpoao them to tlio 
small-poi and kinurod liisenses, to »ny noth- 
ing of the state of moral corruption and turpi- 
tude ioto which they would lurely full under 
the skUIful education of the rcd-«kinned friendi 
of thoir maternal relatives. The women, with 
true motherly nlfoction for their young, natui- 
ally refuse to bo separated from them, and threaten, 
if sent away, to skulk in tlia adjacent foreits 
.and steal the children at the iimt convuiiieiit oppor- 
tunity. As tUo oriler requiring their removal isun-
